did, on recoipt of their report, declara the 
result satisfactory, and directed that their 
suggestions should provisionally be put in 
forces ; the Liki Ottice at Nanking and its 
subordinate offices wore sarnestly, and not 
formally, under penalty, to follow the.sama 
instructions. The approval of the Southern 
Superiatendent of Trade was yct to bo 
obtaiued. :
